President Trumtin told Congress In 
his tax veto mossnge today that 
"despite many gloomy predictions, 
there Is no convincing evidence 
that a recession Is Imminent." 


He made the statement In dis- 


cussing arguments that a tax re- 
duction now would ndd to consumer 
purchasing power and help main- 
tain employment.

"Total employment in May In- 


creased by a million and a half 
over that In April, and tho total 
number now employed Is over 58 
million.

"Income payments to Individuals 


nre estimated to bo at the record 
annual rate of $176 billion. 


Department store sales In May 
were up 6 per cont over April, and 
equalled tho all-time high In dollar 
volume."

He declared that by the veto the 
President demonstrated "a sad lack 
of understanding of the needs of 
our economy." 


Carroll Reece, Republican Na- 
tional chairman, said In a state- 
ment that "Mr. Truman "has com- 
mitted his administration to con- 
tinued support of the tax and tax, 
spend and spend, and elect 
and 
elect philosophy of the new discred- 
ited new deal." 


Second Tax Veto. 
It was the second time In history 
that a president has vetoed a tax 
bill—and the first time one provid- 
ing a tax cut has been vetoed. 
President Franklin D. Rooeevelt 
vetoed a tax bill In 1944. 


The bill President Truman re- 


toed' provided for reductions rang, 
ing from 10.S to 80 per cent In In- 
dividual Income taxes, beginning 
July 1. 


He told the congress member* the 
time for tax reduction "will come 
when general Inflationary pressures 
have ceased and the structure ot 
prices IB on a more stable basis 
than now prevails. 


Time "Not As Yet" 
"How long It will take for this 
point t» be reached Is Impossible to 
predict," Mr. Truman said. "Clear- 
ly, It has not been reached as yet. 
Tax reduction now would add to, 
rather than 
correct, 
maladjust- 
ments In the economic structure." 


The President 
also 
cited this 
nation's "great responsibilities for 
international - relief and rehabilita- 
tion that have an Important bear- 
Ing on our efforts to secure last- 
Ing peace." 


Arguing against cutting taxes 


while the debt Is high, the Presi- 
dent asserted: 


"A time of high employment and 
high Tirices, wages, and profits, such 
as the present, calls for a surplus 
in government revenue over expen- 
dlturess and the application of all 
or much of the surplus to reduc- 
tion of the public debt. 
He continued: 
"Continuing public confidence in 
government finances depends upon 
such a policy. If the government 
does not reduce the public dabt 
during most active and inflationary 
periods, there Is little prospect of 
materials reduction at any time, 
and the country would as a re- 
sult, be In a poorer position to ex- 
tend supports to 
the 
economy 


should a subsequent deflationary 
period develop." • 


But beyond this general argu- 
ment against any tax cut now, Mr. 
Truman specifically criticized the 
measure congress sent him. 
He said It reduces taxes "In the 


high Income brackets to a grossly 
disproportionate extent" 
and de- 
clared a good bill "would give a 
greater proportion of relief to the 
low Income group." 
At the same time, he recommend- 


ed that congress study and plan 
for a "thorough going revision of 
the tax system,'" consider not only 


individual Income tax rates, but 
adjustments in the level of per- 
sonal exemptions and changes in 
ixclse tax laws, gift and estate 
taxes, corporation taxes and "the 
entire field of tax revenues." 
"H. R, 1 (the tax reduction bill) 
[alls to give relief where U Is 
needed most," his message asserted. 
'Under H. R. 1, tax savings to the 
average family with an income of 
$2,500, would be less than $30, 
while taxes on an Income of $80,- 
XX) would be reduced by nearly 
W.OOO and on an Income of $600,000 
by nearly $60,000. 


"Insofar as 'take home' pay 
Is 


concerned under H. R. 1, the fam- 
ily earning $2,500 would receive an 
Increase of only 1.2 per cent; the 
family with an Income of $50,000 
would receive an Increase of 18.6 
percent; and the family with an in- 
come of $500,000 would receive an 
Increase of 62.3 percent"
